Village discusses community policing issue

Madoe Village Council 
had a discussion with OPP 
Acting Staff Set. Bryan 
Pollard, Madoc/Quinte de- 
tachment commander, over 
the community policing 
service in the village. 

The discussion was held 
during a regular council 
meeting, last Tuesday night. 

Reeve Tom Deline told 
Pollard that the village has 
paid $5,300 for the office 
intended to be used by the 
community liaison officer. 
The money was spent to 
renovate the office ($3,900) 

,and for rent ($100 per 
month), as well as a com- 
mercial telephorietine (ap- 
proximately $35 per 
month). In return, Deline 
told Pollard, former detach- 
ment commander Jim 
Dixon told council the vil- 
lage would receive 40 hours 
of policing service a week,

minus about eight hours that 
would be spent at the Town- 
ship school. 

Pollard responded that he 
was “surprised” Dixon 
made such a promise be- 
cause the reorganization of 
the two detachments was 
far from complete at the 
time a community liaison 
officer was introduced. He 
added that reorganization 
is now complete. 

Councillor Crichton 
Harrop recalled an incident 
where he was aware of im- 
pending fight at the lunch 
hour and was unable tocon- 
tact the community liaison 
officer, which he described 
as very disappointing. 

In defence, Pollard 
showed council service call 
numbers for-the summer 
months. He said the figures 
show that the Madoc/ 
Quinte detachments have a 
50 per cent increase in calls 
for service over the sum- 


mer months, on top of that 
one-sixth of the officers take 
vacation time over that pe- 
riod. These circumstances 
make it very difficult to pro- 
vide a community liaison 
officer over the summer 
months, Pollard said. He 
added that a minor glitch 
with the computer system 
inthe Madoc office has also 
caused problems. When the 
computer is in use in the 
Madoe office, officers in 
the other community liai- 
son cannot have access to 
the systems in their offices. 
Pollard said. This problem 


~ will be rectified in the com- 


ing months. 

Durning this summer, Pol- 
lard said he implemented a 
new zone system in the 
Marmora area which he said 
was quite successful. The 
zone system consists of, 
placing four officers in an 
area the detachment cov- 
ers, rather than have offic- 


ers run all over the detach- 
ment coverage arca. He told 
council the new system fos- 
ters asense of ownership by 
the four officers because 
they continually police the 
same area. In Marmora, the 
zone system allowed the 
four officers assigned to 
find out who the “players” 
were and consequently able 
to solve some serious crimes 
in the area. 

The four officers that will 
be patrolling the Madoc 
area will be introduced 
through the media in the 
near future. 

Councillor Gord 
Crawford said he liked the 
zone system concept and 
thought it would work. ,

Tenant protection 
system discussed 


The province-wide pub- 
lic consultation on a new 
system of tenant protection 
for Ontario continued in 
Peterborough last week, 
with local tenants and land- 
lords appearing before a 
legislative commiuttec. 

The public consultation, 
which 1s being conducted 
by the Standing Committee 


on General Government, is ” 


visiting nine cities during a 
three-week period to hear 
comments from the public. 

Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing Al 
Leach began the consulta- 
tion on Aug. 19 by telling 
the committee that the cur- 
rent system of rent regula- 
tion is seriously flawed and 
must be changed for the 
benefit of all tenants, land- 
lords and taxpayers in On- 
tari, 

“We must protect ten- 
ants first and foremost,” 
Leach said, “At the same 
time, we must solve the 
problems with the current 
system, and that means cut- 
ting the red tape, improving 
maintenance, encouraging 
investment in new rental 
housing, and giving the tax- 
payer a workable System at 
a reasonable cost.” 


Leach said low vacancy 
rates in many Ontario cities 
have left tenants with few 
choices about where tolive. 

“Unless we fix the sys- 
tem. property owners will 
not invest in buildings and 
they won't build new rental 
units,” Leach said. “Forten- 
ants, no change means no 
chotce.” 

The government has pro- 
posed a new system of ten- 
ant protection which would 
combine six pieces of legis- 
lation: the Rent Control Act, 
the Landlord and Tenant 
Act, the Rental Housing 
Protection Act, the Munici- 
pal Amendment Act, the 
Residents’ Rights Act, and 
the Land Lease Statute Law 
Amendment Act. 


Under the government's 
proposals, tenants will con- 
tinue to be protected from 
unfair rent increases by the 
rent control guideline which 
will remain at 2.8 per cent 
in 1997, the lowest level in 
the history of rent regula- 
tion. Tenants will also con- 
tinue to be able tochallenge 
illegal rent increases, and 
toapply for rent reductions. 

Leach said poor mainte- 


nance is a chronic problem | 


with the current system, and 
he noted that more than $10 
billion.in repairs is needed 


_to rental buildings across 


Ontario. 


“There are any number 
Of apartment buildings in 
this province with literally 
dozens of work orders for 
maintenance,’ Leach said. 
“There are several build- 
ings with hundreds of work 
orders.” 

The government has pro- 


posed changing the system : 


to make it an offence to 
violate a property standard, 
-and to make landlords sub- 
ject to a fine of up to 
$100,000 for poor mainte- 
nance. 

Both landlords and ten- 
ants are frustrated by the 
current method of settling 
disputes under the Land- 
lord and Tenant Act incourt 
where cases can drag on for 


months, Leach said.“We're , 


proposing a faster, more 
efficient process so that dis- 
putes between landlords and 
tenants can be settled 
quickly by an administra- 
live body.” 

To encourage the crea- 
tion of new rental housing, 
Leach referred the issue of 
property taxes on rental 
buildings to the “Who Does 
What” panel, which is re- 
viewing Ontario's property 
tax system.

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He’s eccentric but Moe hits 


Hall of Famer awes spectators 
at clinic on Oak Hills’ course

Stirling--Canadian Hall 
of Famer Moe Norman may 
well be golf’s greatest ball 
' stinker, as he claims, but to 
: Say he’s also a trifle eccen- 
tric would be an understate- 
ment. 

Appearing ataclinic held 
ut the Oak Hills Golf and 
Country Club Friday morn- 
ing, the 67-year-old Norman, 
, aself-professed golf genius, 
delighted some 80 specta- 
tors .with his shotmaking 
wizardry. 

While Norman's golfing 
skill is unquestioned, he has 
a reputation of. being un- 
comfortable with strangers 
and has difficulty making 
eye contact with people. We 
can personally vouch for that 
description, 

Approaching the legend 
before the clinic, hoping for 
a short interview, Norman 
didn’teven acknowledge this 
writer’s presence. Without 
saying a word, he tossed a 
half dozen golf balls into the 
nearby bunker, and began 
fluffing shots at the nearby 
pin in robot-like fashion. 

It was the coldest “cold 
shoulder’ I’ ve ever received 


from any sports figure and 
I've interviewed some of the 
best in golf, including Jack 
Nicklaus and Amold Palmer. 

During the clinic, how- 
ever, and once he had a golf 
club in his hands, Norman 
was night at home with the 
gathering. 

The $64 question is if 
Norman is one of the great- 
est all-time golfers, why 
hasn't he made it big on 
either the regular PGA tour 
or the senior tour. No one 


has been able to explain his 


failure to corral the big 
bucks. 

Some of his closest 
inends say he may be autis- 
fic and’ golf is his special 
talent. 


Unorthodox stance 


Norman definitely 
marches to the beat of his 
own drummer. The man 
with the unorthodox wide 
stance who grips the club in 
his palms, instead of his fin- 
gers, soles the club at least a 
foot behind the ball and 
employs a three-quarter 
swing. 

Despite his peculiar tech- 
nique--"everyone else is 


wrong and I’m the only 
golfer with the perfect 
swing’’--says Norman, he 
hits the ball with an amazing 
ease and consistency. 

Most of the experts be- 
lieve the secret of Norman’s 
phenomenal accuracy is that 
he keeps the clubface on line 
with the target longer than 
anyone else, both before and 
after impact. It’s a trait that 


has also made Lee Trevino 
one of the game's premier 
shotmakers. 

Referring to himself as 
the purest stnker of the ball 
in golf, and that includes all 
of the best in the world, Moe 
told the crowd “you_never 
force the shot with any 
club,” as he nonchalantly 
hammered a series of shots 
straight down the middle in 
rapid succession.-Each shot 
was executed with a beauti- 
ful arcand dropped softly to 
the ground, @ven with the 
long iroms_and metal driver 
clubs. 

“You pulled that one,” 
ribbed Oak Hills’ club pro 
Andre Cuerrier, a good 
friend of Norman. 

“You talka good game,”

Face progression 
and hosel offset 


Face Progression: The 
distance from the centreline 
of the shaft or hosel bore to 
the furthest front portion of 
the face on its centreline. 

Hosel Offset: The dis- 
_tance from the farthest front 
portion of the hosel to the 
farthest front portion of the 
face onits centreline. (Note: 
Larger diameter hosels can 
give the illusion that a 
clubhead has a greater off- 
set, but the performance 
characteristics will remain 
the same.) 

The performance char- 
acteristic of these two speci- 
fications is that they are a 
factor affecting the trajec- 
tory of the shot by altering 
the exact moment of im- 
pact. For example, the ball 
will be contacted a quarter 
inch sodner by an iron club 
if the face progression is 0 
vs-1/4" (offset); or the ball ‘ 
will be contacted 1/2" 
sooner by a wood clubif the 
face progression is 1" vs 1/ 
2". Since the only differ- 
ence in face progression and 
offset is the point at which 
they are measured, the per- 
formance attributes of both 
should be considered iden- 
tical. 

The illustrations show 
the effect face progression 
(either positive or negative) 
has on ball trajectory. In a 
‘practical sense, face pro- 
gression must be considered 
in relation to the golfer’s 
hand position during the 
swing. 

In the face of club 
number one, the golfer’s 
hands would slightly lag the

head, position, thus adding 
loft to the clubhead. The 
ball would therefore fly 
higher. In the case of club 


number three. the golfer's ° 


hands would slightly lead 
the clubhead and thus deloft 
the clubhead and resulting 
in a lower shot trajectory. 

Face progression can be 
used as a method to correct 
a hook or slice. Again tak- 
ing the golfer’s hands posi- 
tion in relation to the 
clubhead position, hands 
leading the clubhead usu- 
ally result in the clubface 
being open a few degrees-- 
enough to possibly cure a 
hook. Hands lagging the 
clubhead usually results in 
the clubface being closed a 
few degrees:enough to pos- 
sibly cure a slice.

Study project underway in Norwood 


The Otonabee Region 
Conservation Authority 
(ORCA) Board of Direc- 


4ors granted approval in 


principle August 15 to the 
Village of Millbrook, for 
the installation. of hydro 
service within the Millbrook 
Conservation Area. 

A summary of the meet- 
ing provided by the ORC A 
indicated Millbrook Village 
Council intends to install an 
underground line that will 
service the picnic shelter 
los special events including 
the summer concert series. 
The land management 
ugreement between the 
ORCA and the village re- 
quires that the municipality 
seck approval of the author- 
ity before any improve- 
ments/changes are under- 
taken. 


Jackson Creek 

Eresion Control Project 

The final pre-engineer- 
ing report has been com- 
pleted and the City of Peter- 
borough and the ORCA are 
now ready to proceed with 
the next phase of identify- 
ing and evaluating those 
structures in the most need 
of attention currently. The 
City of Peterborough will 
be conducting structural 
studies on municipal works 


and some covered sections ” 


of the creek that are adja- 
cent tO private property at 
the same time. The focus is 
on the section which ex- 
tends from Bonaccord 
Sureet to Little Lake and 
this particular phase of the 
project is expected to cost 
approximately $25,000.

Services 

The ORCA Board of 
Directors approved a draft 
Environmental Planning 
Advisory service document 
for circulation to local mu- 
nicipalities. Bill 20 requires 
municipalities to have re- 
gard for provincial policies 
including - floodplains, 
wetlands, fisheries habitat, 
groundwater, natural herit- 
age policies - which the 
Conservation Authority has 
more than 35 years of expe- 
rience and a central advisor 
for watershed municipali- 
lies. 

The advisory service is 
said to be invaluable to 
municipalities in reconcil- 
ing developer, advocacy 
group, and public concerns 
over environmental impli- 
cations of a land use pro- 
posal, 


Special policy areas 

Special policy area 
(SPA) designation for 
Jackson Creek in the City 
of Peterborough and Baxter 
Creek in the Village of 
Millbrook has received fi- 
nal approval from the Min- 
istry Of Municipal Affairs 


and Housing and the Minis- 
try of Natural Resources. 
The ORCA acted as a spe- 
cial advisor to both mem- 
ber municipalities through 
the SPA process.and al- 
though development within 
a SPA is limited, provincial 
and municipal agencies 
agree to accept a higher 
flood risk than what would 
be normally acceptable rec- 
ognizing the importance of 
the economic and social

downtown core of the mu- 
nicipality. 


Norwood Two-Zone 
Stady 


The project is well 
underway surveying the vil- 
lage completed by ORCA 
staff and the topographical 
map of the village converted 
todigital format which then 
can be used in mapping vari- 
ous types of planning and 
other municipal informa- 
tion. Completion of the two- 
zone study will be valuable 
in updating the Village Of- 
ficial Plan. 


In other news 

The ORCA intends to 
undertake an appraisal of 
its forest properties to de- 
termine the market value of 
standing timer in the Agree- 
ment Forest and five other 
properties; namely: Heber 
Rogers Wildlife Area, 
Brookwood Wildlife Area, 
Dummer Wildlife Area, 
Birdsall Wildlife Area and 
the Sawer Creek Wildlife 
Area. — 

The ORCA is still await- 
ing approval from the Min- 
istry of Natural Resources 


to proceed with new fill line 


mapping and new policies 
which would seé the regu- 
lations of lands drastically 
reduced; the new mapping 
and regulation was submit- 
ted to the MNR in Novem- 
ber last year. 

Early findings of the 
Harper Creek 
Subwatershed Plan indicate 
that the impairment of the 
creek is largely due to uns 
controlled stormwater and 
has identified a large 
wetland; details and pro- 


- 


posals for public consulta- 
tion will be forthcoming in 
October. 

The ORCA General 
Manager will be attending 
council meetings this fall to 
present a status report on 
the operations of the au- 
thority and highlight the 
programs and services of- 
fered by the ORCA. 

The Board of Directors 
agreed to contact the 
Canada Games 2001 com- 
mittee and offer the use of 
the authority owned lands 
that may be suitable ven- 
ues. 

Thanks for supporting 
the Water Quality Aware- 
ness Week are extended to 
the County of Peterborough, 
Township of Douro, Town- 


ship of Cavan, City, of Pe- 
terborough, Town of 
Lindsay, Village of 
Bobcaygeon, Township of 
Bexley and the Township 
of Harvey.

Getting rid of 


pre-show anxiety 


I was still unable toreach 
‘Mike regarding the show 
ring; I guess he is living out 
in the barn, getting ready 
tor the shows himself. How- 
ever, | thought a few tips on 
how to get nd of most of 
your horse’s anxiety before 
the show may be of use to 
you. 

As you know, a horse 
who is scared of new sur- 
roundings very rarely lis- 
tens 100 per cent to his rider. 
Instead, he is more worried 
about the rides, the music, 
the other horses in the ring 
beside you, etc. Anybody 
who has ever shown before 
will understand where I am 
coming from. 

There is a wonderful 
approach to this problem, 
discovered by a woman who 
called it T.E.A.M. Work. 
It stands for the Tellington 
Jones Equine Awareness 
Method. If you have never 
heard of this before, her 
books are available at the 
book stores and are worth 
every cent. 

I broke my Arab with 
this method at 3 1/2 years 
old, and by the age of 4 he 
had children riding him, he 
did his first competitive trail 
ride and loved the show ring. 
I would recommend this 
approach to anyone who 
wants a calm, quiet, easy to 
handle final result. But most 
importantly, when you are 
finished, you have a true 
friend. 

Part of this method deals 
with gaining the trust of your 
horse -- teaching him how 
to relax under any circum- 
stances and placing his full 
trust in anything you tell 
him. If he is relaxed, his 
head will be low, his back 
will be at ease and his neck 
will not be full of tension. 
The key is getting him to 
this point. 

If your horse is used to 
being touched all over, give 
yourself a pat on the back. 


You are already halfway | 


there. The first area to con- 
centrate on is his ears. 

In order to accomplish 
this, his head cannot be up 
above your face; it should 
be level with your chest. If 
you put your hand up to 
touch his ears and he throws 
his head up, you could be 
lacking trust in your rela- 
tionship. 

Nine out of ten times, a 
horse will be afraid of some- 
thing he can’t see. The an- 
gle of your hand at his ears 
is Out of the sight range. If 
you need to bring his head 
down some, you are going 
to have to lower your own 
body first. A horse who does 
not trust will not bring his 
head down to a submissive 
area. 

Squat down on the 
ground, ready to jump out 
of the way at any time 
should you need to,..and 
gently pull on the lead rope. 
Eventually just plain curi- 
osity about what you're 
doing down there will get 
the ‘better of him, and he 
will bring his head down to 


. 


you. . 
One thing I never do is 
talk to my horses in a nor- 
mal volume of voice -- | 
always whisper when | am 
talking directly tothem. This 
keeps everything calm and 
relaxing. (If he does some-~ 
thing wrong, just my nor- 


enough and | never find 
myself yelling. Well, al- 
most never.) : 

Now, gently stroke his 
ears, Just ong al a time ifLit 
is easiér io accept. It might 
take ten minutes of so for 
him to accept fhat it actu- 
ally feels good, sokeep with 
it. When you can see signs 
of him relaxing, switch ears 
-- Slowly. 

By this time, he should 
have his head and neck fully 
relaxed. Now, very slowly 
and gently. bring your hand 
down to his forehead and 
make ever so lightly, small 


: circles with your index and 


middle finger. Just enough 
pressure to say there is 
some. Don't worry, after a 
few minutes you will see he

Farm Forum 


Controlling 
those 
pesky 
pests 


by D. F. Young 


This is the time of the 
year when a number of in- 
sects seem {0 Cause prob- 
lems both indoors and out- 
doors. There are a number 
of chemicals and control 
agents available for use. 
Some of these are listed as 
domestic pesticides which 
can be purchased at hard- 
ware stores and other out- 
lets. The more poisonous 
and highly toxic chemicals 
can not be purchased with- 
outa license which for farm- 
ers requires a day-long 
course and examination. In 
order fo use any chemicals 
effectively, we must know 
how each works. Pesticides 
are divided into ft 
categories. Stomach poi- 
sons are most effective 
against chewing insects and 
usually sprayed or dusted 
so that they will be taken in 
by eating insects. Systemic 
insecticides are included in 
this group. Systemics enter 
the plant and spread through 
it so that the entire plant 
becomes temporarily fatal 
to chewing insects includ- 
ing leaf miner or sucking 
insects such as aphids. 

A second group are-the 
contact poisons which ac- 
tually penetrate the skin of 
the pest and are equally ef- 
fective against chewing in- 
sects such as grasshoppers 
and sucking insects such as 
aphids. These are applied 
as dusts, sprays or arsenals 
and must touch some part 
of the insect to be effective. 

A third category, fumi- 
gants release toxic gas and 
are most effective’ in en- 
closed spaces. For home 
use, naphthalene (moth 
balls) and resin stripes are 
readily available. 

There is another group 
of pesticides which are bio- 
logical control agents. 
These are chemically avail- 
able in the form of spores’of 
(bacillus thuringiensis). 
These spores are slow act- 


r main 


ing stomach poisons that _ 


control most caterpillars on 
vegetables and ornamental. 
When dealing with chemi- 
cals always read the direc- 
tions and follow them care- 
fully. Many labels alsostate

Controlling those 
pesky pests!

how close to harvest a prod- 
uct can be safely used. 


The chemicals which are 
available to the public in- 
clude Carbaryl (Sevin), a 
contact insecticide of low 
toxicity. The chemical ts 
highly toxic to bees but ts 
effective for controlling 
pests such as tent caterpil- 
lars, lace bugs, saw flies, 
etc. Methoxychlor, a chlo- 
nnated hydrocarbon contact 
has long residual action 


against many insects spe-. 


cies along with low toxicity 
to mammals. Malathion is 
used to control a wide vari- 
ety of sucking and chewing 
pests such as aphids, mites 
and scale insects. Italso has 
a relatively low mamma- 
lian toxicity but is poison- 
ous to bees and many other 
beneficial insects. Diazinon 
is a contact insecticide 


which is useful against soil, 


insects such as wire worm, 
cabbage maggot and sod 
web worms. When using 
ahy chemical, remember

read the label and use the 
chemicals only for speci- 
fied crop purposes for 
which they have been reg- 
istered. Likewise keep the 
pesticides in the original 
containers and be sure to 
store them out of reach ot 
children and pets. 

Rebate on building 
materials for farmers - 
Farmers who are construct- 
ing buildings should be 
aware of the Retail Sales 
Tax Rebate announced in 
the last budget by the Fi- 
nance Minister. Building 
materials, purchased be- 
tween May 8, 1996 and 
March 31, 1997, which are 
used to construct or mod- 
ernize a qualifying build- 
ing, can qualify for the re- 
tail sales tax rebate. This 
appears to be a one-year 
‘program. Farmers should 
direct inquiries tothe Retail 
Sales Tax Branch, Ministry 
of Finance, P.O. Box 62333, 
King St. W., Oshawa. For

Area municipalities to explore 
potential cost savings of two options

Five area municipalities 
will explore the potential 
cost savings of eliminating 
the County level. as well as 
amalgamation. 

During a meeting be- 
tween five area municipali- 
ties that included council 
members from Madoc and 
Stirling Villages. and 
Madoc. Huntingdon and 
Rawdon Townships. de- 
cided to contact an auditor 
to get a price quote for hav- 
ing a cost analysis done on 
two scenarios including, 
kecping the current munict- 
pal level governments, but 
replacing the County level 
with a joint board of man- 
agement made up of posst- 
bly nine or ten area munici- 
palities: the second scenario 
would determine the cost 
savings if the five munici- 
palities amalgamated into 
one. The meeting was held 
last Wednesday, in Ivanhoe. 

Prior to the cost analysis 
the Reeves and Clerk-Treas- 
urers from the five. munici-. 

_ palities would meet with the 
senior auditors to discuss

the terms of reference for 
the study. 

The idea to contact an 
auditor was suggested by 
Madoc Village Clerk- 
Treasurer Doug Parks who 
pointed out that all five 
municipalities use the same 
auditor. 

When the motion tocon- 
tact auditors was pul to a 
vote, members of Surling 
council present abstained. 
When asked if they didn’t 
want to be included, 
Deputy-Reeve Bob 
Anderson responded that 
council had to have a deci- 
sion on the issue. 

The joint board of man- 
agement plan was the brain- 
child of Madoc Township 
Clerk-Treasurer Bill 
Lebow. Under his plan, the 


current municipal govern- 


ments would remain intact, 
and the County level would 
be remodelled and replaced 
with a board of manage- 
ment, madé up of possibly 
nine or ten municipalities, 
that would admunister the 
services currently handled 
by the county. Those serv- 
ices include social services 


homes for the aged, plan- 
ning and county roads. 
Lebow’s plan calls for 


‘ each municipality to handle 


one area of responsibility. 
for example, Madoc Vil- 
lage would be in charge of 
social services. 

Prior to discussing the 
plan, council members 
voiced mixed feelings about 
proceeding with discussion 
of amalgamation or some 
other alternative. But all 
council mémbers seem to 
feel iL was important that 
taxpayers not lose that local 
representation. 

Rawdon Township 
Reeve Marvin Cooney said 
council members owed it to 
their taxpayers to look at all 
the options. 


Madoc Township Reeve 
Gerald Reid told fellow 
council members he felt at 
least five municipalities 
would have to go together 
to realize any savings. Bur 
he stressed that his munici- 
pality was not mterested in 
amalgamation whatsoever 
and would rather go it alone. 

Huntingdon Township 


Reeve Ted Pollock brought 
up the issue of volunteer 
committees like a recrea- 
tion commnutice and ques 
tioned what. their fates 
would be if municipafities 
amalgamated into one.

Equitation classes: 
These classes are based 
more on the nder. lt may 
even work to the nder’s 
advantage. in some cases, if 
the horse does hesitate a 
little. It would give the nder 
the opportunity to show the 
judge how they are able to 
cope with, and handle, dif- 
ficult situations, thus, 
maybe adding “brownie 
points’ to the nder’s score. 
On the other hand, if the 
rider isft able to react ac- 
curately to the situation, it 
could mean a silent elimi- 
nation. as far as the judge is 
concemed, of the fest of 
that particular class. 

Hunter type classes: 
These will ask for specific 
gaits, 1.¢. walk, trot, canter, 
and hand gallop. The hack 
classes will ask for working 
trot, extended trot, collected 
trot and the same for the 
canter. These classes would 
he judged on how quickly 
and casily your horse ts able 
to make the transitions. You 
may also be required to go 
over a small jump at the end 
of the class. 

In any class you enter, 
the competition is going to 
be tough. In fact, it could be 
narrowed down to two 
horses, in which the judge 
must resort to small things 
such as the nder’s smile. 
So, 1 you have gone to the 
trouble of making your 
horse look like a million 


bucks, worked hard all sum- 
mer ensuring your gaits. 
lead changes. and transac- 
trons are picture perfect. and 
looked forward to your 
moment in the spothght, 
enjoy it. have fun and smile!

Getting rid of 
pre-show anxiety 


Our apologizes. The 
last part of Lorrie’s col- 
umn from last week was 
imadvertently missed. 


The last spot is the tail. 
That soft skin under the tail 
1s like a sedative to a trust- 
ing horse, With two hands, 
continuously place one hand 
at the base under the hair 
and pull to the end of the tat! 
(gust the tail and not the 
hair). When the first hand 
reaches the end, the other 
should be up at the base 
Starting over. Untl your 
horse is‘used to this, expect 
some resistance -- but again, 
keep with it. It will soon 
disappear. 

» If you have any doubts 
about this method and the 
full benefits of its relaxa- 
tion capabilites, bring out 
the stethoscope and check 
his heart rate now! 


When you are finished, 
be sure to keep everything 
at a relaxing pace. By the 
lime you are saddled up, he 
will feel fresh and ready for 
work. By the time you hit 
the ring, hopefully you will 
have instilled anewly-found 
trust level with your horse 
that keeps his attention on 
everything you fell him to 
do. But, don tlorget to work 
on this at home first. 

I guess the most impor- 
tant thing with this method 
is, “never screw up!’ Once 
you have established this 
form of a relationship, your 
horse is counting on you to 
make the right decisions 
about what ts safe and what 
is not. If is up to you to 
protect him from the ele- 
ments of whatever environ- 
ment to which. you subject 
him. I truly believe that if 
you lose this trust once, i 
will never be fully regained.

What happens when 
an iron is altered 


One of the most impor- 
tant vanables controlling golf 
ball trajectory is loft. Usually 
when someone wants to 
change trajectory, the easi- 
est method is to alter the loft. 
When altering the loft of 
irons by bending their hosels, 
there are some other impor- 
tant specifications to con- 
sider. 


When the loft of an iron is 
altered, it will appear differ- 
ent to the golfer in the play- 
ing position because the off- 
set and, consequently, the 
face progression have 
changed. slightly. The sec- 
ond and more important ef- 
fect on specifications that 
occurs during a loft change 
is sole inversion. 


The illustration shows a 
before and after comparison 
of the same iron whose loft 
has been increased three 
degrees and decreased three 
degrees. In the top drawing, 
the exampleclubis designed 
with 35 degrees of loft, no 
offset, and no sole inversion. 

By increasing the loft to 
38 degrees, as shown in the 
middle drawing, the sole in- 
version is altered to a three 
degree bounce angle. 

Also, by bendirig in more 
loft, the leading edge of the 
clubface has protruded 
slightly forward and in this 
example is actually ahead of 
the farthest front portion of 


the hosel, providing what is 
called “regressed offset.” 

In the bottom drawing, 
the loft is decreased to 32 
degrees which alters the sole 
inversion to a three degree 
“scoop” or “dig”: sole. 
This ts not a good situation 
since the club will now have 
a greater tendency to dig 
into the ground and make 
the shots feel “fat.” Also 
notice that the hosel offset 
has changed to a “pro- 
gressed offset’’ where the 
clubhead’s leading edge is 
behind the leading edge of 
the hosel. 

The poiat to be’ made 
here is that while altering an 
iron’s loft will change trajec- 
tory, it may also change 
other design specifications 
and possibly cause playability 
problems. 

A professional clubmaker 
can adjust your clubs’ loft 
and identify any potential 
playability problems result- 
ing from the adjustment or 
recommend other options 
to obtain the desired trajec- 


tory.

Village backs 
Thunder Bay 
in call for 
action

Norwood - The Village 
of Norwood is backing the 
city of Thunder Bay's cam 
Paign against “unwarranted 
lawsuits that cost millions 
of dollars and waste searce 
municipal resources.” 


Norwood Council has 
passed a resolution @alling 
on the provincial govern- 
ment to vive municipaljtics 
Statutory protechion against 
unwarranted nuisance and 
liability claims. 


“The resolution claims 
that “judicial interpretations 
of the Municipal Act and 
the Occupier’s Liability Act 
have increased the finan 
cial burden on municipal: 
lies by shifting responsibil 
ity for allocating resources 
away from clected munici- 
pal representatives and to- 
wards appointed judges. 

Council has asked the 
Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs to amend those two 
acts to protect municipall- 
ties from “unwarranted liti- 
gation arising from sewer 
back-ups, burst watermains, 
road maintenance, building 


inspections or accidents* 


occurring on municipal 
property”. 

In-a letter to Norwood 
Reeve Doug Pearcy. Thun- 
der Bay mayor David Han- 
ilton says multi-million dol- 
lar liability settlements 
against municipalities are 
driving up insurance costs 
and threatening the ability 
of elected representatives 


"Right now, judges are making 
decisions that affect levels of 
services and standards of 
maintenance in municipalities. 
Thunder Bay believes these | 
decisions should be made by 
municipal councillors on behalf of 


taxpayers." 


He cites lawsuits for ac 
cidents that have occurred 
in pnvate buildings where 
the claim was that building 
mspections were lax 
, “Individuals who get 
drunk, trespass on munict 
pal property when tt ts 
closed to the publie and in 
jure themselves are holding 
municipalities responsible 
forthemiyunes,” Mr, Ham 
ilton says 

“Municipalities are even 
being sued for damage 
caused by sewer backups, 
even though homeowners 
are covered by homeown- 
er’s insurance for such dam- 
age. 

“When judges award 
nullions of dollars to indt- 
viduals in these cases,” Mr 
Hanulton says municipali- 
ties “suffer in two ways, 

“First, they must pay the 
imsurance deductible and 
face increased insurance 
premiums in future. Sec- 
ond, the authority to decide 
how municipal tax revenues 
are spentis taken away from 
municipal councillors by 
judges, who make decisions 
that affect standards for 
such services as road main- 
tenance OF sewer Inspec- 
tions.”

Alfalfa survival key 
challenge for farmers

Alfalfa is a true peren- 
nial plant and has been 
known to live foreight years 
or more under good condi- 
tions. Many farmers will 
question the survival abil- 
ity of alfalfa given much of 
the crop winterkill across 
Eastem Ontario last year. 

Winter injury from last 
winter was fairy extensive 
and willlikely show up with 
more winterkill due to plant 
injury to existing stands this 
year. 

Much of the injury is due 
to the extreme cold tem- 
peratures, followed by 
warming trends, again fol- 
lowed by cold weather. This 
yoyo effect causes much of 
the winter injury. 

U.S. researchers have 
indicated that there is an 
average of one ton per year 
reduction in yield because 
of winter injury. 

' The plant’s ability totol- 
erate winter conditions de- 
pends on its own genetics 
as wellas management. The 
first option is to select van- 
etics than can demonstrate 
good winter survival. 

Management is also im- 
portant. Alfalfa will not tol- 
erate wet soil and does not 
do well on acid soils with a 
pH of six or less. 

Itrequires fairly highlev- 
els of potassium which of- 
ten. must be supplemented 
in the form of commercia> 
fertilizer particularly on 
sandy-loams or. sandy soils 
which tend to be low in this 
element. 


Likewise, harvest man- 
agement plays acritical part 
in the survival of the alfalfa 
plant. Stands can be thinned 
quickly by incorrect har- 
vest timing. Alfalfa plants 
store good in the form of 
sugars and starches in their 
root system to help survive 
the cold winter period and 
provide sufficient energy 
for the early spring growth. 

After each cutting the 
plant calls upon its root re- 
serves for new growth until 
the leaves have developed 
sufficiently to manufacture 
their own food supply. 

In effect the stored food 
levels drop during the first 
two-three weeks of growth 
until anew growth is about 
10 inches high. 

When the plant matures, 
food produced by the leaves 
moves through the system 
to the roots and crown 
where it is stored. 

This generally takes two 
to three weeks for thé plant 
to store sufficient energy to 
bring the root reserves back 
to their maximum. This'oc- 


. curs at about full bloom. 


Farmers tend to harvest 
the crop before it reaches 
full bloom because of higher 
quality, often harvesting 
about the bud orearly bloom 
stage. 

The three-cutting system 
used in much of. Ontario 
doesn’t allow the root sys- 
tem to store sufficient food 
quantity. Crop scientists 
have determined that the 
“critical fall harvest period” 
starts around Sept. Ist or 
later around the 7th or 8th 
for the.Lakeshore area.

Grips: Round vs Ribbed 


The gnp provides the golfer his only physical corttact 
with the golf club, vet many golfers are not aware of the 
importance that the shape of the grip has on the outcome 
of the shot. 

Many golfers are not aware that grips are available in 
a round or ribbed shape. The rib grip ts created in produc- 
tion where the mold has a flat side. 

If you peer into a nbbed grip you will notice a feat side. 
Once installed on a round shaft, the flat side creates a 
protrusion known as the “reminder nb. The rib assists in 
placing the club in a consistent position in the fingers to 
square the clubface to the target line. 

Many better players prefer round grips so they can 
visually square the clubface to the target line with no 
outside influence from a nb in the grip. Round grips also 
make “hooding™ and “opening” the clubface easier by not 
placing a grip mb in an unfamiliar location in the fingers. 

The reminder grip is highly recommended for those 
golfers who have difficulty aligning the clubface to the 
target or who are generally inconsistent in gripping each 
club the same way. Of course, for the reminder nb to work 
properly, it must be installed correctly. 

Generally, the nb should be positioned directly on the 
back on the shatt. The location can be altered slightly fo * 
assist in opening the clubface to counter a hook or closing ., 
the clubface to counter a slice. If rotated off-centre to 
accomplish one of these options, the off-centre grip actu- 
ally forces the golfer to weaken or strengthen their hands 
position on the club. 

The shape of the grip is usually recognizable by feel, 
but if in doubt look inside the mouth of the grip and check 
the letters and numbers to determine its size and shape (see , 
illustration for explanation). 

A professional clubmaker can show you various shapes 
and sizes of grips and help determine which is best for your 
game.

ing day. Where the pay- 
ment does not occur during 
this time frame, a producer 
mustimmediately notify the 
Inspector. If payment is not 
made the producer can ap- 
ply tothe Financial Protec- 
tion Board for compensa- 
tion within 30 days of the 
due payment date. 

The ume of application 
is important because com- 


pensation applied for after. 


the 30days may berejec ted. 
It is the farmer’s responsi- 
eed to notify the Chief 
Inspector if a default has 
occurred. Also, it ts unlaw- 
ful for an. unlicensed dealer 
to purchase grain corn, 
canola or soybeans in On- 
tari” unless they are li- 
censed. Spring grains are 
not covered under. the pro- 
gram. 


Hay Quality In *96-- 
Most producers would 
agree that harvesting good 
quality hay in "96 has been 
nearly impossible. Grow- 
ers who managed to get 50 
percent of their first cut hay 
crop off without rain dam- 
age were lucky. 

In some areas, hay will 
be inshort supply and good 
quality will be hard to find 
and likely expensive. Lack 
of sunshine in May and June 
and delayed flowering re- 
sulted in plants maturing 
quickly. The result was poor 
quality hay. 

Early cut hay will likely 
be high in protein (18 to 20 
per cent) but hiffier than 
usual in acid detergent fibre 
(ADF) and nutrient deter- 
gent (NDF). Typically the 
ADF wouldbe theexpected 


crop... 


range of 29 to 34 per cent 
and the NDF in the range of 
38 to 45 per = 


We can expect the tests 
torun higher this year in the 
range of 30 to 40 per cent 
for ADF and ‘over 48 per 
cent for NDG. Hay rating 
this high will have a lower 
energy value and intakes 
will be lower. On top of 
this, hay which had been 
rained on once or twice will 
be of even poorer quality. 

Rain damage on partially 


dried hay results in leaf loss 
as well as leaching of solu- 
ble nutrients. Result is that 
late cut hay which received 
rain will be of very poor 
quality or bedding. Start 
now todetermine what type 
of hay you have in this year’s

When do yeu usually 
experience bloat? The fall 
is when | usually, start to 
hear producers talk about 
bloat on pastures. Bloat is 
always a potential for live- 
stock producers under any 
feeding program, but when 
referring to pastures, bloat 
becomes a fnghtening thing 
and can be if it suddenly 
affects you. : 

First let's put bloat in 
perspective. When you 
compare the number of 
cases of bloat you have ex- 
penenced in the last 10 years 
and compare that to the 
number of cases of other 
health problems, bloat is not 
any more common and 
through management it can 
be mostly avoided. 

The second thing is to 
recognize what causes bloat 
on pasture, to help to under- 
stand how to prevent it. It 
occurs most frequently on 
rapidly growing, succulent 
legumes which are high in 
rapidly digestible soluble 
leaf proteins causing the 
“froth” foaming in the 
rumen. In rare cases, small, 
lush, vegetative grasses with 
high rates of nitrogen ferti- 
lizer applied can also cause 
bloat. As we enter the fall 


season, we normally get 
more ‘rainfall and cooler 
temperatures which favor 
rapid growth then what ewe 
have had in the summer. 
Low fibre and high water 
content also depress the 
volume of saliva secreted 
which makes animals more 
susceptible to bloat. Know- 
ing when the nsksare higher 
is the first step in preven- 
Hon. 

Controlled grizing man- 
agement helps reduce the 
potential of bloat. The fol- 
lowing are a few grazing 
management ups to help 
reduce the potential” for 
bloat: 

1) Keep grazing inter- 
vals per paddock short to 
Maintain’ a constant or 
slowly changing sward 
composition, Avoid gome 
from poor quality pastures 
to high quality. Maintain- 
ing a constant forage diet 
willhelp the animals be less 
suscepuble to bloat. On in- 
tensively managed p pastures 
where cattle are moved at 
least once every twoor three 
days, the feed quality is 
more consistent, so the ani- 
mals are always exposed 
and are less likely to bloat. 

2) Enter fresh paddocks 
later in the day after the 
dew is off. 

3) When seeding new 
pasture, use species mix-

6) Strip graze to ensure 
that all the available pas- 
ture is ublized each day and 
animals eat the entire plants 
down tothree or four inches. 
Strip grazing ensures that 
the animal eats not only the 
lush top part of the plant, 
but also gets a mixture of 
fibre. 


7) Avoid high applica- 
tions of nitrogen on the pas- 
tures, particularly urea 
which produce higher lev- 
els of soluble proteins. 

8) Feed dry hay on pas- 
ture. This will prevent the 
cattle from going onto fresh 


pasture hungry and it will ” 


increase the fibre in their 
diet thereby decreasing the 
rate of digestion of the solu- 
ble leaf proteins of lush pas- 
tures. 


9) Monitor your pas- 
ture’s growth by getting out 
and walking your pastures 
to understand when the risk 


_ is higher,

Straw bale house under construction near Cooper 


After hearing enough 
three little pigs jokes to last 
a lifetime, Chns Magwood 
and Julie Bowen‘are mov- 
ing ahead on their straw bale 
house. Believe it or nol, a 
two-storey straw bale house. 
that is building code .ap- 
proved, is under construc- 
tion south of Cooper. 

The couple building it 
are ulilizing locally baled 
wheat straw as both insula- 
tion and wall material. The 
result is an ecasy-to-build 
home with a remarkably 
higher R-rating (about R- 
40) and using substantially 
less lumber than a tradi- 
tionally framed home. 

In an interview last Fn- 
day, Magwood said he got 
the idea from a book he 
brought home entitled, “The 
Straw Bale House”. At first 
it was sort of a joke, Bowen 
said, but after reading 
through the book Magwood 
said he couldn't find any 
drawbacks, ‘so they went 
ahead.

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Health Unit encourages 
visit to rabies clinic 


Port Hope—Rabies con- 
tinues to be a serious public 
health concem 1 taro. 

The Haliburton, 
Kawartha, Pine Ridge Dis- 
trict Health Unit and local 
area veterinary clirlics ere 
again teaming up to help 
prevent the spread of ra- 
bies. The Health Unit is 
encouraging pet owners to 
take advantage of special 
low cost rabies vaccination 
clinics offered in their area. 

Local veterinary offices 
are hosting the clinics on 
Saturday, ‘Sept. 28th and 
Saturday. Oct. Sth between 
1Q0.a.m. and 2 p.m. The cost 
per animal is $10. 

“Vaccinating your cat 
or dog is the safest way to 
protect yourself and your 
pets from contracting ra- 
bies,” says Ron Chartrand, 
Director of Inspection Serv- 
ices for the Health Unit. 
“It is also the law in On- 
tano. Pet owners are re- 
quited to vaccinate their 
cat and dog each year 

The support given by 
local veterinary clinics in 
offering low cost vaccina- 

lions 1s a big part of the 
program's success. In 1995, 
within the Health Unit area, 


close to 9,800 animals were * 


vaccinated at the clinics, Mr. 
Chartrand said. 

Rabies is a virus which 
attacks the nerves and brain 
rather than the blood. The 
virus is able toenter the body 
when an infected animal bites 
w scratches a person or licks 
in open cut. This is because 
he virus isin the salivaof the 
unimal sick with rabies. . 

“If someone has been 
itten Or had contact with 
he saliva of a wild, stray or 
et animal, they should take 
mmediate action,”’ cautions 
“hartrand. “Thoroughly 
vash the bite or scratch ‘with 
oap and water right away. 
hen notify your family doc- 
ow immediately and contact 
1¢ local health unit,” he says. 

To help protect yourself 
nd your pets from rabies, 
ie Health Unit recommends 
i¢ following: 

* Vaccinate vour dog and 

at each vear; 

* Don't allow your pets 
» run loose; 

* Avoid contact with wild 
nimals; 

* Use gloves when han- 

ing a dead animal;

Riding i in the “‘not 
$0 Warm” weather 


lamatraid to be a bearer 
of bad news, but. | think 
summer has left us! And 
now the chores begin, énce 
more. lor another year. | 
can't wait. 

The never-ending gobs 
of “bailing twine build up”, 
the aerobic workoul we face 
when the water trough 
ireeves. and the all too fa- 
nuhar “backyard shuffle’. 
CAlso known as picking our 
way over frozen horse bulls 
with a displayed expertise 
developed only from an 
experienced horse owner). 

Have you ever had one 


of those days when your 


hands are frozen, -- your 
fingers broke off 15 min- 
ules earlier -- and you are 
trying to get the hay im or 
haul the water, etc, and you 
stop to think: “Why am I 
here? Why are [doing this?” 
It's hecause you are hooked, 
uddicted, maybe even in- 
sane! Bul not to fear, Only 
cight more months and 
spring will be here! 

On a more positive note, 
the cold cold weather isn’t 
here just yet. In fact, this ts 
what | consider the perfect 
riding weather: no bugs, the 
sun isn't beating down on 
you and your horse, there 
are usually lots of dninking 
puddles along the trails, and 
the footing is solid without 
the fear of ice. What more 
could a rider ask for? (12 
more months of it?) 

However, nding during 
this time of year requires 
some additional packing for 
those trail rides. Make sure 
you take a blanket along for 
your horse. 

While Lamdetinitely not 
the person who would ever 
tell you that we just “sit” 
when we ride, we are usu- 
ally domyg only one-quarter 
of the work our horse is 
doing. Therefore. even 
though we may not feel 
heated alter the nde. your 
horse will, That's why itis 
important that you follow 
the proper steps for cooling 
himotl during fall. and de th- 
mitely, winter nding. 

While it probably won't 
hall your horse to just put 
him away aller riding. i 
sure isn't going to be very 
comtortable for him. Once 
the saddle 1s removed and 
the horse takes up a stand- 
Ing position, the cool wind 
ws gomg fo make him very 


uncomfortable. 

Compare the tceling to 
you standing on the porch 
just after a shower in the 
same weather. Therefore. 
we must not only bring his 
body temperature down 
slowly, we must most im- 
portantly, protect his big 
muscles located in the be- 
hind or rump. 


These muscles have been 
stretched and hegted so they 
are limber and flexible. 
Much like putting cold wa- 
ter on these arcas, the cool 
wind will encourage these 
muscles to retract very 
quickly -- a very painful 
feeling which your horse 
will endure, quictly, as he 
doesn't have any means of 
explaining his distress to 
you, 

So, when vou dismount 
from your horse, remove 
your saddle, but leave the 
blanket or pad on. If itis a 
windy day. just loosen the 
girth and leave the saddle 
on so the wind won't be 
able to blow anything away. 

Next, place a blanket 
over the rump ot yourhorse. 
It is so very important this 
area be cooled slowly. 
There are actually bum 
blankets available which 
attach to the back of your 
saddle and under the tail. 

Hand walk your horse at 
least 10 to 15 minutes. -- 
minimum. A hand placed 
under the blanket should 
notice a considerable dif- 
ference in temperature be- 
fore itis removed or before 
you stop walking. 

They say Canadians 
don't get nearly enough 
exercise. Use this time to 
get yours. It's also a great 
opportunity for “quality 
time” with your horse. 

Once your horse has 
cooled off tothe point that 
you, yourself, wouldn't 
mind having the blanket 
removed trom your own 
body, you can put him away 
safely knowing he is happy 
and free from any muscle 
SUCSS. : 

I know ittakes extratime, 
If this extra ume ts not con- 
verent, ensure i us “used 
lime” in your riding sched- 
ule. Instead of riding for 
one hour, ride for 45 min- 
ules mstead!

Graphite shaft revolution 


With the introduction in 
the early 1970s, graphite 
rode the crest of highly-ex- 
aggerated distance claims of 
20 to 25 additional yards. 
Once put to scientific tests, 
though, the results showed 
only marginal improvement 
on the order of 2.5 to 3.5 
yards longer. 

Today, there are over 
1,000 different graphite 
shafts available in a variety 
of lengths, shapes, weights, 
torques, colours, flexes and 
balance points. While it can 
get very confusing trying to 
muddle through all theclaims 
each manufacturer presents, 
all graphite shafts enjoy one 
very distinct advantage over 
steel shafts--their lighter 
weight. 

With the recent advent of 
“ultra-lite’’ graphite shafts, 
some weighing less than half 
the weight of a steel shaft--it 
is possible to construct a 
club that can potentially pro- 
duce more yardage. Here's 
how: 

By virtue of its lighter 
total weight, a graphite- 
shafted club can be swung 
faster and clubhead speed 
more than any other factor 

will produce distance if the 
ball is struck on the centre of 
the clubface with the face 
angle square (o the target. 

Since the shaft 1s so much 
lighter, it reduces the club 
swingweight substantially 
and can adversely affect the 
“feel” of the club. To re- 
gain the swingweight, the 
club can be lengthened, the 
head weight can be increased, 
the grip weight can be re- 
duced or a combination of 
all three can be used. 

Lengthening the club will 
help generate more clubhead 
speed (again, potentially

more distance) but length- 
ening it too much makes it 


- difficult to hit the ball con- 


sistently on the centre of the 
clubface and that will reduce 
distance, accuracy and con- 
sistency. 

Adding too much weight 
to the clubhead may affect 
the centre of grayity and 
gear effect or increase the 
flexibility of the shaft too 
much for the golfer. Consid- 
ering the extra head Weight, 
itis usually necessary to start 
witha stifferrated shaft when 
making the club because the 
extra head weight and in- 
creased length will make the 
shaft more flexible. 

A word oficaution is in 
order conceming graphite: 
shafts. They are not for eve- 
ryone. The lighter total-’ 
weight clubs resulting from 
their use may reduce feel 
during the swine and make 
accuracy difficult to achieve, 
particularly for -fast-tempo 
“hitters.” 

For many golfers, the ° 
marginal distance increases 
do not justify the added cost 
of graphite shafts. There are 
also wider inconsistencies in 
the manufacturing processes 
than with steel shafts, and 
published “torque’’ ratings 
can be suspect.as each manu- 
facturing firm has its own 
testing methodology. 

The bottom line is you 
should always “try before 
you buy” when it comes to 
golf equipment, particularly 
graphite shafted clubs. A 
protessional.clubmaker,can 
show you a variety of graph- 
ite shafts and help you de- 
cide if they are right for you 
and your game.
